Agreement to Abolish Eads

The agreement reached between 
the city and the Terminal! Railroad 
in 1930 for elimination of vehicle 
and pedestrian tolls on Eads Bridge, 
provided the city paid or credited 
to the Terminal! $140,000 to $200,000 
a year, was held ineffective by City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman in an 
opinion to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today. 

No payments had been made un- 
der the agreement and the tolls had 
not been dropped. The arrange- 
ment was an integral part of the 
deal, made after years of discussion, 
for use of the Municipal Bridge rail 
deck by the Terminal. Due to lack 
of approaches, the Terminal has not 
used Municipal Bridge.

| plish the desired result. 


He pointed out that complete 
dropping of Eads Bridge tolls now 
would be against the city’s inter- 
ests, as long as it was raising money 
through Municipal Bridge tolls, and 
that mere reduction of the Eads 
Bridge charges was not contemplat- 
ed in the 1930 agreement. Although 
the city could pay cash for carrying 
‘out the original Eads Bridge 


scheme, he reminded the board the | 


intention was to credit this amount 
against tolls expected to be received 
for Terminal trains on Municipal 
Bridge. 

However, he said

it was to have advanced funds for 
building additional Municipal 
Bridge rail approaches. The pay- 
ment in lieu of Eads Bridge tolls 
was to have. been $140,000 a year 
for pedestrians and private ve- 
hicles, or $200,000 if commercial ve- 
hicles were covered also.

It has always been my belief that 


the Government should raise the 
major portion of its revenue 
from direct taxes levied on the net 
income of individuals and corpora- 
tions. When this is done everyone 
pays for his fair share anG knows 
just how much the Government is 
costing him. I have _ constantly 
worked for legislation in Kansas to 
prevent concealment of the cost of 
Government. On the other hand, 
if the major portion of the Govern- 
ment’s income is obtained from in- 


direct and hidden taxes — taxes / 


upon such things as food, clothing, 
gasoline and cigarettes — then the 
main burden falls upon those of 
small income and the cost of Gov- 
ernment is hidden. In this case, it 
is the wage earner, the salaried 


worker, the farmer, and the small | T 


business man, who have to pay most 
of the bill. 
Who Pays the Bill, 

Now. let us turn to the record 
and see just who is paying the cost 
of our Government. 

What do the figures of the Treas- 
ury Department show? They show 
that, in the year 1932, 59 cents out 
of every dollar collected by our 
Federal Government, was secured 
from direct taxes. The other 41 
cents was collected from indirect 
and hidden taxes, paid, for the most 
part, by people with incomes of $25 
a week or less. 

That was for 1932. Four years 
later what do we find? We find 
that 51 cents out of every dollar 
collected by the Federal Govern- 
ment came from hidden taxes. In 
other words, the share of the cost 
of Government falling mainly on 
those with incomes of $25 a week 
or less has increased 25 per cent 
during the three years of the pres- 
ent administration, They are pay- 


ing far more than their rightful 
Share of the cost of Govern- 
ment. Any housewife can tell you 


this, because the housewife knows, 
better than anybody else, how the 
mounting cost of living is curtail-

What is the 
result? Those of our citizens with 
small incomes have had to pay an 
increased proportion of the cost of 
the Federal Government. 

And just how have those with 
small imcomes paid more? When 
we consider the government as a 
whole—Federal, state and local—we 
find that they have paid in a thou- 
sand different ways. Take bread, 
for example. When we buy a loaf 
of bread for 10 cents we pay about 
8 cents for the bread. The other two 
If we smoke 
a package of cigarettes a day, ‘we 
pay $22 a year in taxes. So it is in 
all our spending. We cannot buy a 
stitch of clothing without the Gov- 
ernment’s taking in taxes a part of 
the money we pay out. We cannot 
buy an ounce of food at our grocery 
store without being taxed to sup- 
port the Government. We cannot

has been a growing tendency of gov- 
ernment in recent years. 

What the Individual Pays. 

Most of these taxes, it is true, 
are hidden so deeply that we 
cannot see them. But the taxes are 
there just as truly as they are in 
sales tax on gasoline. They 
cost Just as much, and are just as 
real, as they would be if they were 
taken right out of our pay envel- 
These hidden taxes—Federal, 
state and local — amount to about 
20 cents out of every dollar we 
spend. In the case of the Federal 
Government alone they amount to 
over $5 a month for every family. 

It 
ernment’s financial 
us as individuals. The more the 
Government wastes, the more 
money it has to take from us. The 
more it takes from us the less food 
and clothing we can buy for our- 
selves, the less we have for the 
education of our children and the 
less we have left to set aside for 
meeting emergencies for 
building of homes, for improve- 
ment of farms, for the construction 
of factories. In short, every dollar 
that the Government takes from us 
in taxes means just one dollar less 
for us—a dollar that we might use 
to buy things, the production of 
which would create jobs. 

Surplas Tax Law. 

There is no better illustration of 
all this than the so-called surplus 
tax bill jammed through Congress 
this spring. One practical effect 
of this tax law is to prevent a cor- 
poration from using its earnings in 
the business.

For those workers who already 
have jobs the effect of this tax law 
is just as bad. Because of this leg- 
islation it is no longer possible for 
a business, except at unbearable 
cost, to build up.a reserve for meet- 
ing future losses. In other words, 
a business organization, unless it 
already has reserves, is put On a 
hand-to-mouth basis. This means 
that it can exist only so long as it 
can make a profit. Once trade 
slackens to the point where the 
business cannot make a profit, it 
is lost. Not having a reserve to 
fall back upon, it» lot is bankrupt- 
cy, and the lot of the workers is un- 
employment. 

Reserves in the Depression. 

There is one other point in this 
connection I would like to men- 
tion: During the depression, private 
industry paid out over 20 billion 
dollars more than it took it—20 
billion dollars that helped to cush- 
ion the depression and keep em- 
ployes working. This expenditure 
was possible only because of re- 
serves created during prosperous 
years. 

Yet by careless, ill-advised tax 
lc islation this present administra- 
tion is, in effect, forbidding a res- 
toration of the reserves exhausted 
by the depression. The sponsors of 
this tax law may have thought it 
was a smart way to a~ ~ bn ©~ogk 
the rich.” Actually it has no re- 
lation to “soaking the rich.” What 
it does is protect the big fellow 
who still has a reserve, and tie a 
millstone around the neck ~o* the 
little fellow. This legislation pre- 
vents the small business man from 
expanding by the usual method of 
p'owing earnings back into his or- 
gar'vation. It is maki~~ ‘*~- ‘er 
and harder the re-employment of 
many of those at present out of 
work. And it is jeopardizing the 
job of every man and woman who 
today *- working for a business cor- 
poration. This is the most cock- 
eyed piece of tax legislaticy ever im- 
posed in a modern country and if 
I am elected I shall recommen? tho 
immediate repeal of this vicious 
method of taxation. 

Let me add, the revision of this 
bill is only one of the changes 
needed in our tax system. Our 
whole tax structure, Federal and 
state, needs overhauling. 

Getting One’s Money’s Worth. 

This leads us to the second prin- 
ciple which I have listed—that we 
must make sure that our Govern- 
ment gets a dollar’s worth for ev- 
ery dollar it spends. By that I 
mean that we must get our money's 
worth for the taxes we pay... We 
must not lose sight of the fact that 
it is our money, that the adminis- 
tration is wasting. 

There are many cases in which 
it is quite obvious that the coun- 
try, as a whole, gets more for the

Preparing for Rainy Day. 

The final principle the Govern- 
ment must follow is to prepare for 
the rainy day.

It protects 
this ability by keeping its financial 
house in the best possible order.

These are the 
policies to be followed in good 
times. In bad times certain changes 
become necessary. But a financially 
responsible administration never 
loses sight of the fact that it acts 
at all times as a trustee of the 
people.

Pledge of Reform.

Clark said 
following the conference, however, 
that additional space would be 
available because the reconstruc- 
tion program calls for the destruc- 
tion of certain buildings now on 
the site.

HE performances of Shakespeare that 
T are being given this summer in the open- 

air theater at Regent’s Park prompt in 
me the heretical thought that not only the 
English but perhaps the English-speaking 
peoples would benefit by a holiday from 
Shakespeare, and that, in the end, Shakes- 
peare would benefit accordingly. 

Not that “A Midsummer Night’s Dream” 
was not a charming entertainment on green 
grass, with trees and bushes as its back- 
ground, but even under the sky there is now- 
adays an atmosphere of piety and good 
works about Shakespearean productions 
which is cramping and destructive. 

If any man says that one’s object ought 
to be to get the populace to Shakespeare at 
any cost, and in any mood, he is, I think, 
wrong. The value of poetry is not instruc 
tive. You cannot make people receive its 
value as you can make them wet by turning 
a hose onto them, for the value of poetry 
consists in an interaction between. poet and 
audience. 

The poet impregnates his audience. His 
function is not to imagine for them but to 
cause them to imagine for themselves. And 
if they come because they are brought, or 
because they consider it their duty, or in the 
spirit of those who assist in the organization 
of charity, little good can come of it. That 
is why I suggest a holiday from Shakespeare. 

Even in Regent's Park, where there is no 
playhouse to rent and no fantastic salaries 
are paid, Shakespeare, it seems, cannot stand 
by himself. Sydney Carroll had to issue “an 
appeal” to safeguard his season from loss, 
and the Government department in charge 
of the parks had to grant Shakespeare spe- 
cially favor~hle terms. He received, in effect, 
a subsidy because he was Shakespeare. 

[I believe it would be better-to let him van- 
ish from all stages on which he does not pay 


his way. This is not inconsistent with a be- 
lief in the private patronage of living, and

bassadors and feasts, we have represented 
the greatest of our dramatists as a bore. 

People have heard him so much, in season 
and out of season, that, unless they are 
drawn by a desire to see Gielgud as Hamlet 
or Romeo, they fight shy of Shakespeare, 
or go, if they go, in the spirit of a weary 
family herded into the customary pew in 
church. And they pay as those do who put 
coins into a collection bag. 

What is needed is a little healthy hunger 
for Shakespeare. It will never be felt as long 
as the diet is compulsory. The first step is 
to drop him clean out of school curriculums 
except proportionately with other artists. Let 
the pupils be told something of Leonardo for 
a change. At the same time, let us cease 
to subsidize Shakespeare, directly or indi- 
rectly. Half my dislike of the proposal for 
a state-endowed national theater in England 
springs from my assurance that it would be- 
come a Shakespeare Admiration Society. 

I want the next generation to be given a 
chance to come to him fresh. to discover his 
genius anew, to interpret it on terms of their 
own secret lives. | want them to be allowed 
when they are young men and women. 
think their own thoughts about him, so that 
they may fall in love with him as they may 
now fall in love with Marvell or Shelley or 
Byron :

MEXICAN “POPCORN? 
AT SHAW'S GARDE 


First Cousin to ‘Joseph's 
Is Cultivated for Seed 


Which Pops.

Mexican popcorn, peanuts, cotton, 
tobacco and udo, a Japanese sub- 
stitute for asparagus, are among 
the many plants that may now best 


be seen bearing their useful prod- 
ucts in the outdoor economics plot 
at Shaw's Garden. 

| Something of a_ curiosity and 
‘grown at the Garden for the first 
'time, the so-called Mexican pop- 
.corn is not a corn plant like 
American field crop at all, but 
cultivated in Mexico to obtain the 
seed crop as a substitute for pop- 
/corn. 

| The buff-colored seed, 
one-sixteenth of an inch in diam- 
eter, and half as thick, is packed 
with starch grains, and when heat 
|is applied, it pops to 0 and a half 
times 
commercial variety of popcorn 
‘volumetric increase, according 
‘tests made. 

Botanically, the plant is a variety 
of Amaranthus Caudatus, a first 
cousin to the home gardener’s famil- 
\iar “Jacob’s Coat,” now showing its 
'mosaic-colored foliage of green, yel- 
low and red. 
seed is called alegria. 

Arthur T. Erwin of 
State College at sAmes, who has 
been making a study of useful Mex- 
ican plants and 
training at Shaw’s Garden, obtained 
the seeds in Mexico, from which the 
|plants, some now 10 feet tall, were 
| grown. 

In a pamphlet on the Mexican 
popcorn, he wrote that alegria was 
usually sold in the market places 
as a confection in the form of a 
| small block, honey being used as a 
| binder, and probably is an ancient 
‘food of the Indian, the plant being 
associated with ceremonies of the 
Aztecs. He suggests t might have 
a possible value as a breakfast food 
in competition with puffed cereals. 

Other economic plants of interest 
in the garden are flax, sugar cane, 
sugar beets, okra, broom corn, rice, 
‘such unusual crops as ramie, the 
‘Chinese silk linen, and the unicorn 
plant.

There's the day Gertie the Gossip 
stays until 6 o'clock; there's the 
day you overstay at bridge and 
no dessert made; there’s the day 
you were right in the middle of 
hanging curtains when dinner time 
rolled ’round.” And there are those 
days when you didn’t have a thing

Last Minute Aids. 

Last minute life or meal savers 
are always called boons and certain- 
ly they are. They save your face 
by turning out a salad or dessert as 
quickly as you can say “Jack Rob- 
inson.” Here are some recipes to 
prove it: 

Banana Gingerbread Cup Cakes. 

Make individual cup cakes of a 
ready gingerbread mix. Mix it 
thoroughly and pour batter into 
oiled muffin tins. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) about 20 
minutes. Split into half to form 
two layers, and spread bottom 
layer with ice cream or whipped 
cream and cover with sliced ripe 
bananas. Replace top half of cake 
and spread with ice cream or

Inspiration for “Seein’ Things at 
Night” was given Field by Henry 
Pank Yenowine, now living at St. 
Matthews, the son of the Milwaukee 
publisher. He was then a boy, and, 
visiting his aunts, was given A 
room upstairs directly across’ the 
hall from Field. At night after bed- 
time he would caper in front of 
Field’s door, to the great delight of 
the man from whose child-loving 
heart had come the lyrical lines of 


“Little Boy Blue” and “Wynken, 
Blynken and Nod.” 

Field soon developed two inter- 
ests far removed from. writing 
poetry. One was feeding the live- 
stock; the other was scouting 
the community for old clocks, usual- 
ly with the 16-year-old Hattie in 
tow. They finally acquired two, 
which were added latertohis large 
collection of old timepieces at Chi- 
cago. 

He kept a pile of corn behind his 
door and always filled his pockets 
before going out. The chickens, 
turkeys, sheep, hogs and geese soon 
learned to follow the tall man 
wherever he went, for it was he 
who fed them for the pure joy of 
seeing them eat and grow fat. 

Of particular delight was Don, a 
burro belonging to Field, that. he 
had sent to the Yenowine farm the 
year before. Everybody agreed that 
the burro recognized Field when the 
poet arrived, but recognition of his 
master was the only good trait ever 
ascribed the critter by the Misses 
Yenowine. The burro finally devel- 
oped such perverse habits they had 
to send him away. 

~ * * 

T was not as a total stranger that 
Field first came to the farm, for 
three of his children had pre- 

ceded him on long and numerous 
visits. Mary French Field, his at- 
tractive and talented daughter, had 
given a reading with John Fox Jr., 
at the old Anchorage Clubhouse on 
the occasion of one of her visits. 
Her father called Mary French 
“Trotty.” 

Roswell Field, nicknamed “Posie.” 
and Fred Field, nicknamed “Daisy,” 
were the other two children in the 
van of their famous father’s mem- 
orable visit to the Yenowine home. 

The clocks referred to in this and 
subsequent letters were those 4¢c- 
quired during Field’s visit to the 
Yenowine home. Slason Thompson, 
Field’s biographer, states: ‘He had 
a generous affection for clocks of 
high and low degree. He loved 
them for their friendly faces, and 
endowed them personal idiosyncra- 
sies, according to their tickings, by 
which he distinguished them. And 
so the Sabine Farm (Field’s last 
home) had old-fashioned clocks and 
new-fangled clocks in the halls and 
bedrooms, on the stairs and man- 
tels, in the cellars beneath and in 
the garret above. “
